AFRAID OF A PICTURE 
IN SPITE of sales to foreigners for the 
purpose of obtaining foreign exchange, the 
Hermitage Museum at Leningrad s t i l l 
houses one of the most magnificent art col­ 
lections in the world. 
When Catharine the Great decided to go 
in for Western art, es an adjunct of the 
Winter Palace, she dispatched flunkies 
abroad who pin chased with true Russian 
lavishness. The bulk of her collection, 
which is plastered with prime examples of 
the paintings of famous masters, is intact. 
It has survived revolution, war and harsh 
financial pressures. 
There have, however, been some sales. 
The late Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of 
the Treasury under Republican presidents 
after World War I, had a fine taste in art 
and the means to indulge it. The results 
are on view at the National Museum in 
Washington. 
One of the purchases he made from the 
Soviet Union in 1931 was the Alba Madonna 
of Rafael, for which he paid $1,166,400, the 
highest recorded price for a single work of 
art. In all, Mr. Mellon's acquisitions from 
the Soviet Union ran to better than $8,000,- 
000. The Soviet was desperate for foreign 
exchange. 
But these sales were concealed from the 
Russian public. Now, two decades after its 
sale, a Russian publication describes the 
Alba Madonna as still hanging in the 
Hermitage Museum. All of which is just an 
additional bit of evidence of the Kremlin’s 
unhesitating technique of deception. 
* 
Paintings have been sold without govern­ 
ments falling, but this is a chance that the 
sacred “ party” in the Soviet Union cannot 
afford to take. What a regime—afraid of 
the truth about a picture! 


H O W I T ’S D O N E 
INDICTMENT in New York City of 21 
persons accused of membership in an in­ 
ternational narcotics ring has disclosed 
one of the ingenious methods by w h i c h 
dope is smuggled into the United States. 
The ring obtained raw opium in Greece 
and Turkey and shipped it to Mexico. 
There it was loaded in planes or in false 
gasoline tanks in cars and trucks and 
shipped across the border into the United 
States, Brought to the ring’s laboratories 
in New York, it was converted into heroin 
for shipment to key cities throughout the 
country. The bare outline of the conspiracy 
furnished by the United States Attorney 
Saypol suggests the efficiency and cunning 
of the smugglers and the difficulties which 
confronted the agents who tracked them 
down, 
Without clandestine importation of drugs, 
there could be no traffic in them. 


T have recently listened to some unbe­ 
lievably foul radio programs, rn which the 
most outrageous lies have been told about 
fine Americans, In speaking of this to oth­ 
ers, I learned that I had heard nothing, as 
the expression goes. I was told that much 
is spoken on the radio by socalled d i s c 
jockeys after midnight, which amounts to a 
holiday for liars and smearer*. Whether it 
is really so, I do not know as I have not 
listened. 
The subject interested me and I began 
making inquiries. One of the first ques­ 
tions that arose in my mind is, what are 
the qualifications of these so-called com­ 
mentators? What is 
their background? 
Where have they studied? What has been 
their experience? Have t h e y 
traveled 
widely and noted the tiaditions of varieties 
of peoples? 
I took a sample of names and checked 
in such standard works as “Who’s Who In 
America” and similar biographical indices. 
It came to me as a shock that the radio 
permits men to give the appearance of pro­ 
found and detailed knowledge of many 
subjects who cannot be qualified to discuss 
them. They may have excellent voices; 
they may enunciate clearly; 
they m a y 
even have a gift for dramatic expression. 
But they lack, many of them, the experi­ 
ence, the knowledge, the opportunity for 
observation, the personal contacts w i t h 
events, to do the work which they pretend 
to do. 
Listeners would do well to check on such 
matters. The listeners have the right to 
know who it is who speaks to them with 
such an appearance of knowledge, just as 
they have a right to ask newspapers for 
biographies of their featured writers. 
In some instances, when the smear was 
used and when the speaker seemed to be a 
specialist at lies, I asked for copies of the 
statements, for transcripts or recordings. 
I was surprised to discover that this is not 
always available. In fact, in many in­ 
stances, no record is kept of what is said. 
This is particularly true of the post-mid­ 
night comments, the illusion being t h a t 
stations need keep no record after mid­ 
night. 
As a matter of fact, no station need ever 
make a record of any program which it 
broadcasts. I can find no FCC rule which 
requires that such a record be made, A 
station can perpetrate any outrage against 
a person and unless he or some friend 
catches the statements or has them record­ 
ed, he may never be able to prove that he 
had been slandered, maligned or abused. 
He may be the victim of the most o u t ­ 
rageous untruths, but he may be unable to 
establish that the indecency was perpetrat­ 
ed, except by the difficult and costly proc­ 
ess of finding witnesses who heard what 
was said and retained the specific I a n- 
guage. 
Of course, it is different with newspa­ 
pers, which are a permanent printed rec­ 
ord where Hie facts stand as they were 
published. It is impossible to deny t h e 
existence of the printed word once it is ut­ 
tered. There it is, for better or for worse. 
We, who live by writing, unfortunately can­ 
not say that it was a slip of the tongue; the 
error stands out like a horrible gargoyle 
and one can simply wait for the torrent of 
letters to come down on his head.
